The moat western limit of the cruis- 
inn ground of tho fleet,is Attu Island.

Attu Island is tbo 
most Avestern possession of the United 
States, 
It is at n ijreater distance to 
the west than is New York to the cast 
of San Francisco, 


The islands.of gt. Paul ami St.* 
George, or, generally speaking, the 
Pribilof or S^al Islands, are distant 
some 200 miles from Unalaska. 
It is 
around tbe^o latter islands that the 
zone exists in which no sealing craft 
arc permitted to enter for tho pur- 
pose of catching seal. 
This i^robibi- 
tion zone extends around tho Pribilof 
group, every portion of which is dis- 
tant sixty miles irom land. 
Although 
there are four islands in tho Pribilof

States. 


During tho early sixties the Em^sian 
Government received reports from its 
ogents on tho Pribilof Islands to the 
eli'ect that the sealp 'were increasing at 
an enorinous rate, that the rockeries 
wore crowded beyond their capacity, 
and iiormission was again and again 
asked to increape the number of seals 
ftllowed to be IdJled annually, in order 
to make room for^ the aj^parent mill- 
ions which were coming. 
From 
the 
time of the purchase of the Pribilof

annually 
was 
placed at 100,000. 
Even with this 
large runiber destroyed each year, tho 
sefl3 8howed>uo signs of decrease, and 
it would seem that 
the 
condition«! 
which prevailed in 1780 must have 
again returned. 


There is no tolling how long this 
annual killing of 100,000 seals mii?ht 
have been contlnudd without comi)lete 
'decimation^'of tlio-lierd had it not been 
for the\oi>eratious in late years, par- 
ticularly of Canadian seal 
hunters, 
who make a practice of striking the 
seal herds when ou their way to the 
^^ribilof group, and killing in the open 
sea female as well as male seal—voting

and old..' Purthemore, as tho Cana- 
dians hunted tho fjeals recourse was 
had to tho shotgun, loaded with buck- 
shot, and it is ostimateJ that out of 
every flvfe seals shot in the open sea, 
uot more, ou an average, than one 
was secured. 
The remaining four 
usually, sank, to tho bottom 
before 
their bodies'wero seized or, if wouudcd, 
made away and died subsequently. 


This wl^olesale slaughter on the high 
seas has well-nigh exterminated the 
&eal, and it has been the direct cause

group—St. Paul, St. George, 
Otter 
and Walrus—the two islands St. Paul 
and St, George are the ones selegted 
by tho seals for their breeding'pur- 
poses. 
On tho other two island« tho 
seals occasionally haul up, but do not 
breed. 
So far as is known, the Isl- 
ands of St. Paul and St, GeorgtJ'are 
the only land points where the fur 
seal haul out. 
Tho» Pacific and An- 
tarctic Oceans have been scoured by 
seaJers in the hope of 
finding 
tho 
winter homes of the anima], but to nu 
purpose. 
It is now the generally ac- 
cepted opinion that the seals betako 
themselves on the api3roaoh of winter^ 
to some of tho high lolateaus on the' 
bottom of tho ocean, where it is possi- 
ble for them to live on small fish, 'and 
there remain until the instinct of re- 
production forces them to seek the 
breeding rookeries. 


Tho discovery of tho Pribilof Is- 
lands dates back 
to 
1785, and 
is 
credited to Euesian hunters. 
In the 
succeeding 
year over 500,000 seals 
were killed by Eussians. 
For twenty 
years alter that awful slaughter in 
1786, the fur seal almost entirely dis- 
appeared from tho Pribilof 
Islands. 
It IS said that more than half of the 
skins taken in tho year 1786 were sub- 
sequently thrown into tho sea in an 
advanced stage of decomposition, be- 
cause of careless 
curing, 
and 
the 
waters were so poisoned as to drive 
sway the seals for buccoffiive seasons. 


The Russian-American Company ob- 
tained control of tho Pribilof 
iJands 
in the early part of tho present cen- 
tury, and prompt measures wore taken 
by the representatives of this company 
to stop further killing. For flvo years, 
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from 1807 to 1812, the killing of seals 
was interdicted by tho Russian author- 
ities, with tho result that at the ex- 
piration of that time the animals had 
returned, and .showed signs of increas- 
ing in considérable numbers. 
Reforp 
many years passed tho revenue in seaN 
skiuB once more became jn'otitable. 
Tho ekins of the seal were first shii^jjed 
to 
London and to New 
York, 
in 
the early lifties, and these shipments 
continued at the rate of ne^irlj^ 60,U0U 
skins per annum until the tranbfer of 


of the rastrictions imposed during late 
years ou the sealing work of hunters. 
'Under the present restriction the com- 
pany which leases the Pribilof Islands 
from the United States is not permit- 
ted to kill duiing a single season more 
than 7500 seals. 
The restrictions im- 
posed ou hunlers prohibit the capture 
of seals in Bering Sea and within cer- 
tain limits of the North Paciiic prior 
to July 1, and after July 1 seals can* 
not be taken inside of the sixty-mile 
zone surrounding the Pribilof 
group, 
lu addition, sealers are not permitted 
to kill seals with shotguns, and the 
fact thabia sealing craft caught in Ber- 
ing Sea has skins,pu board which give 
evidence of 
having been 
taken by 
shooting the animals is sufllcient to 
insure the seizure of the vessel bv the 
United States revenue 
cutter which 
comes up with her. 


Every craft in Bering Sea will be 
overhauled during tho present sum- 
mer by the ofllcers of the revenue cut- 
ter fleet, and a thorough examination 
will be made of all vessels boarded. 
If 
tho craft overhauled be an 
English 
vessel, and it is evident that the seal- 
ing regulations have been violated, 
the vessel making the seizure, if she 
bo a United States revenue cutter, will 
turn the oflender over to the senior 
British warship of tho English 
fleet 
patroling 
Bering 
Sea. 
The British 
naval commander will send tho oliend- 
ing sealer to Victoria, B. C.. to be 
dealt with there by the courts having 
jurisdiction. 


Up to the present time one Cana- 
dian sealer has been seized, the Uni- 
ted States revenue cutter Corwin mak- 
ing the capture. 


Tho Chinese ajipear to have taught 
tbo methods of curing sealskins. 
It 
was the Chinese w^ho first impressed 
upon the Russians of Eastern Siberia 
the value of the skin, and it is said 
that years ago, when Chinese mer- 
chants traded along the Siberian coast, 
thoy Mould take in exchange for their 
wares nothing except sealskins. 
Tho 
English apear to have learned tho art 
of curing during the first half of the 
nineteenth century. 


The killing of the limited number 
of seals by the lessees oi t|ie seal isls- 
ands is done entirely on land, and 
only on damp and cloudy da^'s. 
The 
young 
males 
are 
usually 
found 
grouped 
by 
themselves, 
while tho 
older males generally surround them- 
selves with a number of foinales, often 
filty. 
There is always a general fight 
going on among the older males as to 
which shall 
have in its 
particular 
group certam of the female seals. The 
latter 
are actually whipped into a 
grouj> by a male, if there is evidence 
of any bign of bolting to some mure 
attractive set. 


I h e seal killers on a killing day 
crawl along the shore, and, 
getting 
between the young males, who are|left 
undisturbetl, and the males and their 
respective groups, dr*ve the latter in- 


land, often to the numopr of 1000 to 
3Ü00. The objective point of tho drive 
is the killing ground and Mr. 
Senl is 
mado to carry his own pelt to the vi- 
cinity of the storehouse. 
Thodrivkig 
has to bo conducted with great care, 
otherwise tho seals 
will reach 
tho 
killing ground in an overheated con- 
dition, and with a consequent injuri- 
ous efifoct upon tho skins. 
Arrived in 
tho vicinity of 
the storehquse, tho 
seals are divided off into groups of 
twenty or thirty, and in these groups 
are surrounded by their oxocutiouet.''; 
Thoro .is a sharp rap over the nose 
with a club, the seal is stunned,'and a 
second later, isdispatched with a knife. 
The killing" is doüip entirely by Aleut 
Indians, 
the dopcertdants 
of' those 
Aleuts whom tho Russians, many years 
ago, brouEfht to the Pribilofs 'from 
tho Aleutian" Islands for this 
very 
work. 
Th^ 
Aleut 
killers 
are 
very 
proud 
of 
their 
skilL 
Thoy are expert killers, and do their 
work in an astonishingly rapid man- 
ner, 
While a number of" them kill the 
seals others follow and remove 
the 
pelt. 
The pelt is tossed into a wagon, 
and is carted to the curing house, and 
there cured. 
For tho time being it is 
merely salted. 
Later on the briue is 
removed and pressed out of the skin, 
and two pelts with the fur in are rolled 
up together, securely strapped, 
and 
are then ready for shipment. 


Before tho Aleut killers begin their 
work they glance over the seals in the 
Rroup, and if one is discovered which 
is either under or over age he is given 
a tap on the nose, and is sent scurry 
ing toward the beach. 
The Aleut em- 
ployes receive from the lessees of tho 
seal islands forty cents for each j^elt 
removed. 
Lifelong practice has made 
these Indians expert in stripping skins, 
and they cairy their pride to the ex- 
tent of stoutly refusing to 
demean 
themselves with any other form 
of 
work. 


White men, aside from Government 
ollicerá, are not pt^rmittod to land on 
the seal islands. 
Ojcasionally, late in 
the fall, and during a fog, some darmg 
seal hunter will attempt a dash at one 
of the seal islands. 
In the course of a 
couple of undisturbed hours ho may 
be able to kill a couple 
of hundred 
seals. Usually, however, the natives of 
the islands are able to take care of such 
poachers, but to make matters doubly 
safe it has been the practico in late 
years for at .least one United 
States 
revenue cutter to remain oil St. George 
and St. Paul until as late as ])ecember 
1. 
The revenue cutter Bear 
is the 
vessel generally assigned to this late 
patrol work. 
She is a sturdy, 
able 
craft, and is able to weather the heavy 
blow\s which are prevalent in the Ber- 
ing Sea in the late fall. 
To see that 
the number of seals permitted to be 
killed by th^ lessees is not exceeded, 
the United States Ins^Dectors from tho

Tho piiobability is that by and 
by, when the oats are in head, they 
will be ailected by smut, which is 
thought to bo a secondary form of 
the rust. 
This appears as black dust, 
filling the grains, in place of the usual 
starchy matter. The remedy for both 
forms of the diBeaB0_is, before sowing 
it, to steep tho seed in a solution of 
.^ulphato of copper (bluestoue), four 
ounces m a gallon of water. 
This de- 
stroys the gei ms of the fungus that 
are adhering to the seeds.—New "York 
Times,

Tho dem'and s^ems to have 
shifted from "drivers" to chunks, and 
at least one-half of 
the latter are 
mares goinor to help horse the omni- 
buses and lighter trucks of Old World 
cities. This removes m|iuy mares that 
to the cover of h e a v y draught stallions 
would have given good, big geldings 
for the United States markets of 1900, 
but never a one of them will nurso 
another foal. 
Query:

PUMPKINS FOR cows. 


One of the most valuable crops for 
feeding cows is that of pumpkins. But 
the best product of ¿his, as of 
all 
others, is when it is made the single 
eflort, nnd not as a side show in a corn 
field. 
When grown alone aud well 
cultivated, it is easy to get as much 
as thirty or forty tons on an aero of 
good laml. 
The growing them is not 
any matter of dispute, but the feed- 
ing of them is. 
It is a common belief 
that they cause the milk of cows to 
Bhrink;''at least, this is said of the 
seeds. 
But experience gives no cause 
for this belief. 
On the contrary, the 
milk is not only increased in quantity, 
but the quality of it is improved. 
The color of the butter made is also 
considerably higher than from the dry 
food used at this season, when a stock 
of pumpkins is found most ubeful. 
One good-sized pumpkin chopped into 
slices, given to each cow twice a day, 
will be found a valuable addition to 
the best feeding. 
And no trouble 
need be.borrowed in regard to any ill 
reswsl'rom luc? cows eating the seeds. 
Tne seeds and fatringy matter attached 
to them are tho most nutritious part 
of tho gourd.—American Farmer.

In view of tho dearth of yearling 
and Buckling colts throughout tho 
country this spring it is pertinent to 
inquire where the geldings to horse 
the trucks and wagons "of American 
towns and cities a few years henco are 
to bo derived. 
The teams now in biir- 
ness will not last forever ; that much 
is certain. 
On our city pavements 
even the best wearing 
sorts must 
sooner or later succumb and in time 
give way to fresh stock from tho 
farms. 
When that inevitable day ar- 
rives will the farmers be prepared to 
supply tho desired grade of stock or 
not? 
At present there can be but ono 
forecast of the situation: The end of 
the century will lind our markets 
practically bare of big horses of- the 
right stamp. I2ven the wayfaring man 
can figure this out. From every farm- 
ing district in tho land we get the same 
report: No breeding of any conse- 
quence in prospect; few colts last year 
and practically none this spring! And 
not only this, but a buyer connected 
with the export trade is our authority 
for the statement that sixty per cent, 
of the current receipts of horses of all 


Give the fowls a little meat, or cut 
green bone, and don't forget to cut 
some grass for 
them

Watch out among your young stock 
for specially perfect specimens, and 
give them special care, as you mav 
want to exhibit stock this fall, and 
theso will then be right in line. 


As soon as tho chicks are hatched, 
put them in a basket, and with the 
old hen, remove them to the coop you 
have prepared for them. 
Then im- 
mediately Uko the old nest and burn 
it.

If the mower was carefully stored

''preserve" 
machinery that way. 
You may have 
to buy a new machine. 


Boiled oats, or cracked wheat is the 
best feed for little chicks. 
It requires 
no preparation, aud they will do nicely 
on it. 
It is cleaner than muah, and 
soft feed, as it does not get mixed up 
with the dirt of tho coop, hence there 
is less danger of disease. 


It is not too early to be studying 
the litters of pigs to determine which 
of the females are the very best. 
Oi 
cuurMO, tho sensible breeder will re- 
servo these or some of them for hii 
own use as the breeding stock for a 
part of next year's crop. 


When your chicks have hatched and 
you put the old hen in a coop, be sure 
and have no bottom in it. 
Let her be 
on tho ground. 
A close box, with a 
board bottom, such as io sometimes 
used, is bad in summer, as it gets so 
hot the hen suliera greatly, and nol 
infrequently dies. 


During the warm weather it is not 
unusual for a hen to hustle the hatch- 
in;? process along so that the chickt 
wi7l appear one or even two days aheao 
of time. 
Last week fourteen Brown 
Leghorn chicks surprised us by com- 
ing a day or two ahead of time, 
So it 
is well to watch out for them, toward 
the last, or before you know they are 
on deck some of them will be trampled 
to death.

But tho man who 
know most about tho real dwarfs was 
M. do Quatrefages, who died only a 
few mouths ago. 
This eminent scien- 
tific man devoted much of his life to 
a study of pigmies, as ho called them, 
and a posthumous work on tho sub- 
ject has just been published by D. Ap- 
pleton & Co. 


The ancients quite generally were 
acquainted with the pigmies. 
Homer 
si^eaks of them, and they figure i)x 
many of the legends of 
antiquity. 
Aristotle described them as dwelling 
in Africa towards tho sources of the 
Nile, and it wnis in this very re:?iou 
that a modern explorer, Schweinfurth, 
discovered a race of dwarfs. 
iSays 
Aristotle: 
"This 
is 
the 
district 
which the pigmies inhabit, whose ex- 
istence is not a fable. 
There is really, 
a? men say, a species of men bf little 
stature, and their 
horsei=i are little 
also. 
They pass their time in cav- 
erns." 


Schweinfurth found no horses among 
his dwarfs, but neighboring tribes had 
cows and sheep of such small size as to 
be truly liliputians. 
Two 
pigmies 
were brought to Europe and adoj^)ted 
by (Jount Miniscalchi, who brought 
them up and educated them. 
They 
proved intelligent and did quite weil 
in their studies. 


The pigmies of Schweinfurth, whose 
real existence has given rise to so 
many fables, called themselves Akkas. 
The territory occupied by them is of 
considerable extent, in the neighbor- 
hood of 3 degrees north latitude and 
25 degrees east longitude. 
At 
the 
time of the explorer's visit they num- 
bered nine distinct tribes, each hav- 
ing its 
own chief. 
Schweinfurth 
passed through the country of the 
Niam-Niams, and penetrated to that 
of the Monbuttos. 
It was at 
the 
court of a native King named Munza 
that he discovered the dwarf race. 
Munza maintained a little colony of 
the dwarfs near his royal residence. 
At that time the various tribes of Ak- 
kas had submitte 1 to Moummeri, one 
of Munza's vassals', who had come to 
render homage to his sovereign at 
the head of several hundred of the 
pigmies. 
Thus Schweinfurth had a 
good o2n^ortunity for studying them. 
In exchange for one of his. do:js, he 
obtained from Munza a young male 
Akka, who died subsequently of dys- 
enterv. 
• Subsequent travelers encountered 
some of the dwarfs. 
Munza, having 
learned their value as objects of Curi- 
osity, gave some of them from time to 
time to buyers of ivor.v who vibited 
him, 
Thus an individual of the race 
reached Khartoum, sent as a i)resent 
to the Governor of the S mdan by 
Emin 
Bey. 
An 
explorer 
named 
Miani, 
foil wing in 
Schweinfnrth's 
footsteps, finally arrived amon^ the 
Monbuttos. 
8uccumbin:j to "thd fa- 
tigues of the journey,-he die 1, oe- 
queathing to thfe Geographical Soci- 
ety of Italy two young Akkas, whom 
he had got in exchange for a dog and 
a calf. These dwarfs, Tebo and Ohair- 
allah, were the ones aloptad by Gounb 
Miniscalchi. 


Some anthropologists were inclined 
to believe that the Akkas were fakes, 
so to speak, and thatTebo and Chair- 
allah would grow to a good size some 
day. 
Chairallah died, but Tebo grew 
to manhood, and did not pass tho 
stature of 
the average 
pii^my 
as 
reported. 
His 
height 
was 
four 
feet 
seven 
inches. 
The 
mean 
stature 
of 
these 
dwarfs 
appears 
to be about four feet four and one- 
half inches. 
This reckoning makes 
them the smallest people in the world, 
the 13ushmen, perhaps, but not cer- 
tainly, excepted. 
The color of the 
Akkas, according to Schweinfurth, is 
like that of coffee slightly 
roasted. 
Count Miniscalchi noticed that it was 
darker in summer and paler in winter. 


A marked characteristic of the Ak- 
kas is an enormous development of ab- 
domen, which causes the adults to re- 
semble the children of negroes. 
In 
the photographs of Tebo and Chairal- 
lah this feature is most pronounced. 
The 
chest, 
comparatively 
narrow 
above, is dilated below in order to con- 
tain the huge paunch. . But it is evi- 
dent that this peculiarity is not a true 
race characteristic, being largely due 
to the manner in which the pigmies 
live and to the quality of their food. 


After some weeks of wholesome diet 
Tebo and Chairallah lost their big 
stomachs. 
The Akkas have short legs 
and very small hands. 
Their senses 
are very acute, and 
Schweinfurth 
speaks of their extraordinary agility. 
The Monbuttos say that the little men 
leap i^bout in the high herbage like 
grasshoppers. 


These pigmies are very cpurageous. 
"They are men, and men who know 
how to 
fight," 
said Moummeri, in 
speaking to Schweinfurth of those who 
accompanied him. 
They are great 


elephant hunters, attacking the gianl 
beasts with short bows and 
lances 
hardly longer than themselves. 
It ia 
said that the women are as warlike as 
tho men. 
As for the habit of skipping 
about, 
Schweinfurth's 
purchased 
dwarf never got over this inclination, 
so that he could not carry a plate 
without spilling moro or less of its 
contents.
